(1) A plant-referenced simulator; 
(2) A Commission-approved simulator 

under § 55.46(b); or 
(3) Another simulation device, in-

cluding part-task and limited scope 
simulation devices, approved under 
§ 55.46(b). 

Systems approach to training means a 
training program that includes the fol-
lowing five elements: 

(1) Systematic analysis of the jobs to 
be performed. 

(2) Learning objectives derived from 
the analysis which describe desired per-
formance after training. 

(3) Training design and implementa-
tion based on the learning objectives. 

(4) Evaluation of trainee mastery of 
the objectives during training. 

(5) Evaluation and revision of the 
training based on the performance of 
trained personnel in the job setting.

§ 55.5 Communications. 
(a) Except as provided under a re-

gional licensing program identified in 
paragraph (b) of this section, an appli-
cant or licensee or facility licensee 
shall submit any communication or re-
port concerning the regulations in this 
part and shall submit any application 
filed under these regulations to the 
Commission as follows: 

(1) By mail addressed to—Director, 
Office of Nuclear Reactor Regulation 
or Director, Office of New Reactors, as 
appropriate, U.S. Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission, Washington, DC 20555– 
0001; or 

(2) By delivery in person to the NRC’s 
offices at 11555 Rockville Pike, Rock-
ville, Maryland, or 

(3) Where practicable, by electronic 
submission, for example, via Electronic 
Information Exchange, or CD-ROM. 
Electronic submissions must be made 
in a manner that enables the NRC to 
receive, read, authenticate, distribute, 
and archive the submission, and proc-
ess and retrieve it a single page at a 
time. Detailed guidance on making 
electronic submissions can be obtained 
by visiting the NRC’s Web site at http:// 

www.nrc.gov/site-help/e-submittals.html; 
by e-mail to MSHD.Resource@nrc.gov; 
or by writing the Office of Information 
Services, U.S. Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission, Washington, DC 20555– 
0001. The guidance discusses, among 
other topics, the formats the NRC can 
accept, the use of electronic signa-
tures, and the treatment of nonpublic 
information. 

(b)(1) Except for test and research re-
actor facilities, the Director, Office of 
Nuclear Reactor Regulation or Direc-
tor, Office of New Reactors, as appro-
priate, has delegated to the Regional 
Administrators of Regions I, II, III, and 
IV authority and responsibility under 
the regulations in this part for the 
issuance and renewal of licenses for op-
erators and senior operators of nuclear 
power reactors licensed under 10 CFR 
part 50 or part 52 of this chapter and lo-
cated in these regions. 

(2) Any application for a license or li-
cense renewal filed under the regula-
tions in this part involving a nuclear 
power reactor licensed under 10 CFR 
part 50 or part 52 of this chapter and 
any related inquiry, communication, 
information, or report must be sub-
mitted to the Regional Administrator 
by an appropriate method listed in 
paragraph (a) of this section. The Re-
gional Administrator or the Adminis-
trator’s designee will transmit to the 
Director, Office of New Reactors or Di-
rector, Office of Nuclear Reactor Regu-
lation, as appropriate, any matter that 
is not within the scope of the Regional 
Administrator’s delegated authority. 

(i) If the nuclear power reactor is lo-
cated in Region I, submissions must be 
made to the Regional Administrator of 
Region I. Submissions by mail or hand 
delivery must be addressed to the Ad-
ministrator at U.S. Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission, 475 Allendale Road, King 
of Prussia, Pennsylvania 19406–1415; 
where e-mail is appropriate it should 
be addressed to 
RidsRgn1MailCenter@nrc.gov. 

(ii) If the nuclear power reactor is lo-
cated in Region II, submissions must 
be made to the Regional Administrator 
of Region II. Submissions by mail or 
hand delivery must be addressed to the 
Regional Administrator at U.S. Nu-
clear Regulatory Commission, 245 
Peachtree Center Avenue, NE., Suite 
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1200, Atlanta, Georgia 30303–1257. Where 
e-mail is appropriate, it should be ad-
dressed to RidsRgn2MailCenter@nrc.gov. 

(iii) If the nuclear power reactor is 
located in Region III, submissions must 
be made to the Regional Administrator 
of Region III. Submissions by mail or 
hand delivery must be addressed to the 
Administrator at U.S. Nuclear Regu-
latory Commission, 2443 Warrenville 
Road, Suite 210, Lisle, IL 60532–4352; 
where e-mail is appropriate it should 
be addressed to 
RidsRgn3MailCenter@nrc.gov. 

(iv) If the nuclear power reactor is lo-
cated in Region IV, submissions must 
be made to the Regional Administrator 
of Region IV. Submission by mail or 
hand delivery must be addressed to the 
Administrator at U.S. Nuclear Regu-
latory Commission, 1600 E. Lamar 
Blvd., Arlington, TX 76011–4511; where 
email is appropriate, it should be ad-
dressed to RidsRgn4MailCenter@nrc.gov. 

(3)(i) Any application for a license or 
license renewal filed under the regula-
tions in this part involving a test and 
research reactor facility licensed under 
10 CFR part 50 and any related inquiry, 
communication, information, or report 
must be submitted to the Office of Nu-
clear Reactor Regulation, Division of 
Regulatory Improvement Programs at 
the NRC’s headquarters, by an appro-
priate method listed in paragraph (a) of 
this section. 

(ii) For all test and research reactor 
facilities located in the NRC’s Regions, 
submissions must be made to the Office 
of Nuclear Reactor Regulation, Direc-
tor of the Division of Regulatory Im-
provement Programs at the NRC’s 
headquarters, by an appropriate meth-
od listed in paragraph (a) of this sec-
tion.

§ 55.6 Interpretations. 
Except as specifically authorized by 

the Commission in writing, no inter-
pretation of the meaning of the regula-
tions in this part by any officer or em-
ployee of the Commission other than a 
written interpretation by the General 

Counsel will be recognized to be bind-
ing upon the Commission. 

§ 55.7 Additional requirements. 
The Commission may, by rule, regu-

lation, or order, impose upon any li-
censee such requirements, in addition 
to those established in the regulations 
in this part, as it deems appropriate or 
necessary to protect health and to min-
imize danger to life or property. 

§ 55.8 Information collection require-
ments: OMB approval. 

(a) The Nuclear Regulatory Commis-
sion has submitted the information 
collection requirements contained in 
this part to the Office of Management 
and Budget (OMB) for approval as re-
quired by the Paperwork Reduction 
Act (44 U.S.C. 3501 et seq.). The NRC 
may not conduct or sponsor, and a per-
son is not required to respond to, a col-
lection of information unless it dis-
plays a currently valid OMB control 
number. OMB has approved the infor-
mation collection requirements con-
tained in this part under control num-
ber 3150–0018. 

(b) The approved information collec-
tion requirements contained in this 
part appear in §§ 55.11, 55.25, 55.27, 55.31, 
55.35, 55.40, 55.41, 55.43, 55.45, 55.47, 55.53, 
55.57, and 55.59. 

(c) This part contains information 
collection requirements in addition to 
those approved under the control num-
ber specified in paragraph (a) of this 
section. These information collection 
requirements and the control numbers 
under which they are approved are as 
follows:

§ 55.9 Completeness and accuracy of 
information. 

Information provided to the Commis-
sion by an applicant for a license or by 
a licensee or information required by 
statute or by the Commission’s regula-
tions, orders, or license conditions to 
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
